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OUR BISHOP-ELECT WRITES 

FROM OTTAWA 


It gives me a great deal of pleasure to write 
this word of greeting to the people of the Diocese 
of Edmonton. You are the people who soon will 
become my special care and responsibility. And, 
judging by the warm welcome I have so far 
received, I know that you are the people whom 
I soon shall be proud to call my friends. 

I realize how greatly you must wish that this 
New Year's message could come from Archbishop 
Barfoot. The happy relationship that has existed 
between your bishop and his clergy and people 
has won admiring comment in all parts of Canada. 
And it was the outstanding quality of Archbishop 
Barfoot's leadership among you which led to his 
election, first as Primate, and then as Metropolitan 
of Rupert's Land. You will understand how foolish 
it would be for me to try to take his place. I must 
simply come among you ready to serve our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and trust in His grace to strengthen 
me for the work to which I am called. 

And yet, of course, I have no right to speak 
as your bishop. Your clergy and your lay repre¬ 
sentatives have elected me, but that election does 
not by itself make a man a bishop. He must wait 
until his Consecration, when the Church, the 
People of God, in the midst of its supreme act of 
worship, the Holy Communion, takes a man and, 
by prayer and the apostolic laying-on of hands, 
endues him with authority and grace to be a Chief 


Pastor and Guardian of the Faith and Sacramental 
Life of the Church. 

Therefore it would be wrong for me at this 
stage to write of our common hopes and plans 
for the year which is beginning. I shall have a 
great deal to learn in the coming months, yet I 
know already that the Diocese of Edmonton is alive 
with vigorous activity and amazing growth. There 
can be no pause in that advance to allow a new 
Bishop to find his bearings. 

Whatever we do in 1954, we shall be doing 
it under the providence of God. Let us begin the 
year with humble faith and adoration before His 
infinite power and infinite love. We shall make our 
plans, we shall do our work. But whether or not 
we plan wisely, whether or not we work well, 
the living God is among us. His Son our Saviour 
is King. 

It is said that in the darkest hours of the Civil 
War, Lincoln was asked whether he was sure God 
was on "our side." Lincoln's reply was "I do not 
know, I have not thought much about that. But 
I am very anxious to know whether we are on 
God's side." 

To be on God's side—to serve Him—to be truly 
His People—let that be our aim. And remember 
always: "I can do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me."

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EDITORIAL 

It is now 1954—"Time Marches On"—we seem 
to be governed by time these days. Over and 
over again the radio tells us the correct time and 
we look at our watches to be sure they are right 
—we must have the "right" time and yet few men 
seem satisfied with the time in which they live. 

In our imagination at least we are always 
tinkering with the clock, we can do four things 
with it: Put it back, put it on, stop it, or accept 
what it says. Men can be divided into classes 
according to their attitude towards the clock—but 
the "way of acceptance, that the right time is 
NOW" is alone the way of our Christian faith. 

To be continually going back to the "old days" 
is no longer the exclusive privilege of the aged, 
it tends to become the commonplace of conversa¬ 
tion in the bus or at the street corner. Unfortunately 
much of it is futile and frequently reasonless— 
in Nazism we saw it take a violent turn as it tried 
to halt the struggle for freedom and go back to 
the old idea of authority. 


There is a limited sense in which the Church is 
justified in turning to the past—but we need to 
keep ever before us the fact that the battle of the 
faith has moved to new frontiers where there are 
new foes. In the phrase of Churchill let us not 
waste our efforts in "firing out-of-date ammunition 
at a target which is no longer there." 

For the Church the time is Now—as Christians 
let us be on guard lest we give the world the 
impression that we are disappointed people who 
have lost all expectancy and hope and hanker 
after a time that is gone. We speak of the past 
as if our faith were centered in what appears to 
have been miracles and we wish that our present 
age was conducive to a repetition of them. 

Surely our faith is centered in the "living" 
God, who worked the miracle—who because He 
is ever the same, can still, through the Church, 
work new wonders to deal with any new need 
in the present. 

As we look out over the days that lie before 
us in this New Year, as we begin to live "today" 
each day, it is our Lord who gives us direction 
and raises our sights: "... what shall I say? 
Father, save me from this hour: but for this cause 
came I unto this hour. Father, glorify thy name." 
Begin each day with the prayer that through His 
enabling Grace, His name will be hallowed. His 
will shall be done, His kingdom shall come, as 
in heaven, so on earth. Then indeed "A.D." will 
become resplendant with meaning and 1954 unfold 
as “the year of our Lord."

Bishop of Edmonton 
To Be Consecrated 

The Very Reverend Howard Hewlett 
Clark will be Consecrated Bishop of this 
Diocese in the Cathedral of All Saints' 
on the morning of January 25th—the 
Conversion of St. Paul—with the 
enthronement taking place in the eve¬ 
ning at 8 o'clock. 


THE BUDGET. 1954 

The Diocese of Edmonton has always 
been an assisted Diocese. By this we 
mean that, outside of the few self- 
supporting parishes, some missionary 
societies have paid some part of the 
salaries of our clergymen. 

Prior to 1940 about half of this 
assistance came from the Church in Eng¬ 
land and about half from the Missionary 
Society of the Church in Canada 
(M.S.C.C.) Since that date the M.S.C.C. 
has taken over responsibility for all 
such assistance everywhere in Canada. 
The M.S.C.C. gets the money to do this 
from Annual Apportionments from every 
Church in Canada and gives it out to 
needy Dioceses as grants. 

Three years ago this Diocese began 
to need more assistance for grants to 
stipends of clergy than the M.S.C.C. 
could give, so the Archbishop's Whit¬ 
suntide Appeal was begun. For 1954 
it has been decided to drop this special 
appeal and to put the amount needed 
in the budget. 

For 1954 the total amount needed for 
paying minimum stipends is $13,980 
of which the M.S.C.C. can give $6,670. 
This leaves $7,310 extra to .be raised in 
the Diocese if each clergyman is to get 
the minimum stipend. 

The foregoing is an explanation of the 
first amount mentioned in the Budget. 

The result of putting the Whitsuntide 
Appeal into the 1954 Budget and of 
including certain other necessary in¬ 
creases in expenditure is a total budget 
of $39,000 as against $26,285 in 1953. 
This will be directly reflected in 
Apportionments which will be increased 
by approximately the same per cent.

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Pleas from the Pews 

Q.— Is it necessary for an adult can¬ 
didate to wear a white dress at her 
confirmation? 

Ans.—When a grown-up woman is con¬ 
firmed, she may wear a white dress, but 
such is not compulsory. Nowadays, suits 
are becoming increasingly popular, and 
worn with a white veil, present a very 
neat appearance. 

Q .—When was confession first intro¬ 
duced into the Church of England, and 
by whom? 

Ans.—The practise of confession has al¬ 
ways been part of the doctrine of our 
Church, and was not introduced by any 
particular person at any particular time 
or place. The first exhortation in the 
Communion service makes it plain that 
confession is not compulsory, (P.B. page 
275 - 276) but can be made use of, if 
so desired. Here are a few extracts from 
the Prayer Book which make our Church 
teaching quite clear:—- 

(1) In the Ordering of Priests, (page 635), 
the Bishop commissions the priest with 
the words - “Receive the Holy Ghost for 
the office and work of a Priest in the 
Church of God, now committed unto thee 
by the imposition of our hands. Whose 
sins thou dost forgive, they are forgiven: 
and whose sins thou dost retain, they are 
retained.” 

(2) In the service of the Visitation of the 
Sick, the rubric on page 356 directs - 
“Here shall the sick person be moved to 
make a special confession of his sins 

.after which confession the Priest 

shall absolve him.after this sort: 

Our Lord Jesus Christ, Who hath left 
power to His Church to absolve all sin¬ 
ners who truly repent and believe in Him, 
of His great mercy forgive thee thine 
offences: And by His authority com¬ 
mitted to me, I absolve thee from all thy 
sins, In the Name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen.” 
Q.—What is the difference between a 
rector, a vicar, and a curate? 

Ans.—All can be, and usually are, priests 
of our church, and the difference is not 
one of ordination. A rector is the incum¬ 
bent of a self-supporting parish, while 
a vicar is the incumbent of a parish or 
mission which is in receipt of financial 
help from a missionary society or other 
similar source. A curate is an assistant 
to a rector or a vicar. 

Q. —Will you please explain through 
your column the church notice “Sung 
Mass”, in an Anglican Church. 


Children's Corner 

Dear Boys and Girls, 

Christmas is over and we are now 
at the beginning of another year. I wond¬ 
er if you can help me? I want to know 
where we get the saying “Turn over a 
new leaf”. If you know, or can find out, 
will you write and tell me. We think 
of the New Year as a time for making 
good resolutions, you probably have 
made some already, if you have, don’t 
forget about them will you? 

I read the following story in the 
“Church Times”, I’m sure the Editor 
will not mind me telling the story too. 
“In the forests of North America more 
than a century ago, some feathers were 
to be seen fluttering in the breeze from 
the roof of a log hut. They had been 
plucked from the head-dress of an Indian 
chief, and to those who passed by, the 
feathers were a symbol of friendship 
and protection. 

A short time before, trouble had brok¬ 
en out between the Indians and the 
Colonists. At the Government station 
some miles away, soldiers were being 
armed, and the Indian chiefs were put¬ 
ting on their war-paint, amid the excite¬ 
ment of the squaws who stood watching 
them. 

Now, in a little town which lay half¬ 
way between the Indian wigwams and 
tlie Government station there were 
some log huts. The people living in them 
had no weapons of any kind. But they 
decided to stay where they were, al¬ 
though they knew there might be 
trouble. 

One Sunday they had gathered in their 
little church for worship. Their minister 
had just finished preaching his sermon, 
and his people were kneeling in prayer, 
when he chanced to look up, and saw at 
the window the head of an Indian. Then 


Ans.—The word Mass is simply another 
term for the service of the Holy Com¬ 
munion. Other terms in popular use are 
the Eucharist, and The Lord’s Supper. 
Since another denomination has mono¬ 
polized the use of this term “mass”, we 
tend to be afraid of it, and to think we 
ought not to use it. However, as al¬ 
ready stated, a Sung Mass in one of our 
churches is that service which is now 
familiarly known to most of us as “Choral 
Communion.” 


another appeared, and another, all crowd¬ 
ing round the window. 

But no one in the little church moved! 
Presently, twelve braves followed their 
chief to the open door-way; they fitted 
poisoned arrows to their bows, and raised 
them ready to shoot. Although they had 
been seen by the worshipping people, 
still no one moved! 

In amazement the Indians waited. They 
laid down their bows and arrows, and sat 
down quietly waiting for the service to 
end. As the people rose to go, the 
minister made signs to the Indians that 
he wished them to have a meal in his 
house, and they quietly followed him. 

When the meal was over the chief 
said: “Indians come to kill white man, 
but they had no weapons. We will not 
harm them, for they worship the great 
Spirit”. And, taking from his magnificent 
head-dress of feathers the best and gayest 
feather of them all, he fixed it on the 
roof of the white man’s house. 

So the Indians passed out of sight 
through the avenue of trees which might 
have been an ambush, but had become 
a place of peace.” 

The first time I read this story some 
of the things Jesus said kept coming 
to my mind, especially about our be¬ 
haviour as Christian Soldiers toward our 
neighbours. Doesn’t it remind you of 
some too? I wonder if one of our New 
Year Resolutions shouldn’t be that we 
will try to be just a little more kind, 
considerate, and helpful to others for 
Jesus sake?

The vigorous and varied life of the 
church, so obvious to the observer, 
takes on a richer and deeper meaning 
as humble hearts everywhere receive 
of God’s grace, and are inspired to 
deeper devotion to our Lord by the 
wonder and beauty of the Christmas 
message. 

The bonds of Cristian love which the 
festival of Christmas strengthens reach 
far indeed. This is illustrated by a gift 
from the University students for use 
among those training for Christian work 
of a non clerical character. This gift was 
passed on from our parish church by 
personal contact to fill a need in far 
away India. To John Baksh, medical 


student at Ludhiana medical college, it 
will represent three months expenses 
paid, for John depends upon his friends 
to assist him toward the great work 
which successful study will open up. 

Should our hearts not open in thank¬ 
fulness for the spirit of service in the 
past which has made possible our present 
parish life. Looking back over the years 
we see countless examples of the spirit 
of love, sacrifice, inspiration, and service, 
which can inspire each one of us. Were 
not those meeting together early in the 
year 1909 to form a new parish, which 
was to include all of West Edmonton 
and to erect the first Christ Church at 
116th Street, serving with faithful 
hearts, the Lord’s high purpose? Was 
not the self same spirit moving our 
hearts as we voted for the necessary 
extension to our parish hall so recently? 
The first church at 116th Street and 
102nd Avenue was not many years old 
before it too, had to be extended. Will 
we not press forward the completion of 
our own hall accommodation, knowing 
the great purpose it will serve in the 
training of the young, and the fellowship 
of the old. 

What an upsurge of faith is seen in 
the decision to erect a new church, on 
a new site, and the outcome in 1921 
which was the erection of the present 
church. Had we but eyes to see this 
House of Prayer reflects the radiances 
of the Holy Spirit, for within its walls 
great thoughts have been matured, and 
strengthened into action. Space fails 
us to write of the establishment of the 
missions of St. Mark’s, St. Peter’s and 
St. Paul’s, and of their part in the 
unfolding purpose of God. St. Barnabas 
at West Jasper Place is a recent out¬ 
growth of St. Paul’s. 

What companies of souls have wor¬ 
shipped within the silence of these half 
timbered walls, communing with the 
Father of us all. Some are gathered to 
their final rest, some have answered 
Christ’s call to serve in the ministry, 
some with simple deeds of love have 
served their Lord unsung, and un¬ 
regarded. 

With the passing of the years is 
recorded further quiet progress. The 
present Parish Hall was erected in 1923; 
the belfry being a still later addition in 
1925. A rectory was provided, and repairs 
and improvements to the church build¬ 
ing carried out. This year will see the 
completion of the present 4,000 sq. foot 
addition to the parish hall. 


The pastoral letter from the Bishops 
of our Canadian Church which was 
recently read to the congregation, point¬ 
ed out the wonderful opportunities 
which we may have the privilege of 
turning to God’s glory. May He grant 
us the wisdom and strength to perform 
the tasks which are so plainly layed 
upon us. 

When one asks “What goes on in 
Christ Church?”, how rarely we think 
of those quiet activities which play such 
a large part in the life of the parish. 
The work of the ministry—personal and 
family counselling, baptism services, 
adult confirmation classes, young couples 
joined together in the presence of God, 
and funeral rites cheered by the hopes 
of resurection morn. 

The mention of the Chancel Guild 
and Fellowship of Prayer is testimony 
in itself of faith and quiet service lov¬ 
ingly performed. We cannot forget those 
who tend the precincts of the church, 
for an orderly cleanliness meets us at 
every turn. 

May God’s rich blessing and the pro¬ 
mise of peace and hope, that this festival 
of our Lord’s nativity holds forth, be 
with us throughout the whole of the 
New Year. 

The W.A., and women of tire parish, 
despite the difficulties of accommodation, 
have brought to a very successful con¬ 
clusion their annual bazaar. Our thanks 
go out to the Cathedral congregation 
for the use of their hall upon the 
occasion. 

Our confirmation service planned for 
the evening of Dec. 6th, had to be 
postponed because of the illness of our 
Archbishop. We join with his many 
friends in wishing him well, and a 
speedy recovery to full health.
